FORMAT? 


The  so  called  ••information  explosion"  has  resulted 
in  a  corresponding  increase  in  external 
information,  or  "intelligence",  available  to 
organizations.  This  information  can  originate  from 
a  broad  range  of  sources,  including  government 
provided  data,  Internet  sources,  or  that  provided 
by  vendors  such  as  TRW,  R,L.  Polk,  or  DSB.  Almost 
all  organizations  are  challenged  to  become  "power 
users"  of  such  data  by  combining  and  presenting  it 
in  a  way  that  is  uniquely  advantageous  to 
themselves. 

This  conference  will  explore  the  wide  range  of 
external  information  available  today,  and  how  some 
organizations  are  capitalizing  on  it.  It  will  also 
suggest  how  organizations  can  start  to  become  power 
users,  and  what  barriers  they  may  face  in  doing  so.
